had Iteen put up and was in Ly nch'« pocket, 
wiien officers who had been following them 
arrested 
Ly nch. 
Hi« partner escaped. 
Ly nch is an old-timer at the skin-game busi­ 
ness. Nevins will leave Chicago as quickly 
as possible after appearing against Ly nch 
to-morrow morning. 
The y oung w ife of Dr. O. C. Mey ers of Ste­ 
vens Point, Wis., committed suicide 
by 
shooting herself through the head with a re­ 
volver. Home suspicion rest« on her hus­ 
band. She quarreled with him. und he left 
home to eat supper at the hotel. The quar­ 
rel 
was resumed next mortting, and 
he 
threatened to go out for breakfast. 
While 
leaving the house he heard a report in his 
w ife's bedchamber, and enteringsaw her ly ing 
on the floor. The bullet entered the mouth 
and passed through the back of the head, 
(¡•using instant death. The deceased was 
twenty -two y ears of age and leaves no chil­ 
dren. Dr. Mey er is a successful phy sician 
and surgeon, andthe founder of the St. Louis 
hospital. He has l« *en a prominent politician 
lately , and has given mrirh attention to 
spoiling matters 
It is said tha t he had 
a habit of neglecting and abusing bis wile. 
The body of a woman, whose name is un­ 
known. was found in the street« of Popular, 
in the suburbs of London. An empty vial 
lay alongside the body , and the impression 
first formed was that the woman had com­ 
mit tel suicide. At the coroner’s inquest 
however, the phy sicians who examined the 
body testified that there were no signs of 
poison iti the stomach, and declared their be­ 
lief that the woman hud been murdered by 
strangulation. They said the condition of 
the body justified this belief, and in addition 
to that they saw marks on the woman’s neck 
that showed that a small cord had been tied 
around.

It is worth reproducing. 
In view of the great interest whicli 
the people are taking in the election 
of a United States senator from Min­ 
nesota, the time of such election and 
the manner thereof will be appropriate 
matter to publish for the information 
of those who are not posted on the 
subject. As provided by law the 
legislature meets on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in January 
biennially and the coming legislature 
will therefore assemble on January 
8th, next.

How a Senator is Elected. 
In view of the great interest mani- 
I fested by the people in the election 
I of a United States senator, t he North- 
i field News publishes the following 
I for the information of the uninformed. 
It is worth reproducing: 
In view' of the great interest which 
I the people are taking in the election 
of a United States senator from Min­ 
nesota, the time of such election and 
the manner thereof will bt* appropriate 
matter to publish for the information 
of those who are not posted on the 
subject. As provided by law the 
legislature meets on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in January 
biennially and the coming legislature 
will therefore assemble on January 
8th, next The first business in order 
will be the organization of each house 
by the election of officers, etc. The 
law in relation to the legislature in­ 
cluding the election of United Stab's 
senator will bi* found in the Gen’l 
Statutes of 1878 as revised from the 
act of 1869, and provides in substance 
as follow s : The legislature shall pro­ 
ceed on the second Tuesday after the 
organization of the two houses pre­ 
ceding the expiration of the term of a 
United States senator (which in the 
instance under consideration will be 
fourteen days after January 8th, or on 
the 22nd of January) to vote for and 
elect a senator. 
Each house shall 
openly by a viva voce vote of each 
member present proceed to name one 
person as such senator, and the name 
of the person who receives a majority 
of the votes of all members present 
and voting shall be entered in the 
journal; but if either house fail t«» 
ffive such majority to the same person 
on that day sue}* fact will in* entered 
ou the journal. At 12 o'clock on the 
next day following the members of 
the two houses shall assemble in joint 
convention in tin* hall of the house 
{iud the speaker shall call the conven­ 
tion 
order an get a* president mC tU* 
joint Run vent ion and the chief clerk 
of the house* shall act as secretary 
thereof 
Jf on calling the roll a 
majority of tile members of t>oth 
houses In* found present in such joint 
convention, so much of the proceed­ 
ings of the previous day as relates to 
the election of a senator lo congress 
shall be read. lf it is ascertained 
that the same person has received a 
majority at all the votes pf each hum**, 
a majority of each lious«* being pre­ 
sent and having voted, such jierson 
shall I k * deemed to have been elected. 
But if the same person has not re­ 
ceived a majority the joint convention 
shall proceed to choose a M*naior by a 
viva voce vote. etc, 
The j>er»on who 
receive** a majority * J a1! tho votes of 
the convention, a majority of ail the 
members of both house* tieing present 
and voting, shall tie deemed to have 
been elected. 
In case of no election 
by 
vote the joint convention 
shall p»e«t t*t tfee shine (dane at 12 
o’clock UL of each suoeediug day dur­ 
ing the session of the legislature then 
{lending, and take at least one vote as 
aforesaid until a senator to congress 
is elected.

N J. for the m urder o f his 
nineteeu-year-old son while the la ite r was de­ 
fending his m other from the abuse of the 
murderer. 
T h e jiim e for which D orem us was 
hanged w as perpetrated on th e afternoon of 
the lB th d a y of June lo st. 
He cam e hom e 
drunk and as was his w ont proceeded tol»eat 
his wife. 
H is son had frequently p rotested 
a g a in st ins father's b ru tality tow ard his 
m other, and this tim e interfered. 
H is father 
becom ing enraged seized a ca rv in g knife and 
plunged it in to the b o y ’s breast, th e la tter 
falling dead in to his m oth er’s arm s. 
A nephew o f th e lute Gen. G ordon is a m em ­ 
ber of Gen G renfell’s stuiT, and had m uch to 
do with the p lan nin g o f th e w orks a t Suakini 
and th e p lacing of th e gu n s on the fortifica­ 
tion s.

Perez Cavalier, late secretary to the Spanish 
legation nt Y okoham a, arrived at W innipeg, 
cn rou te from Jap an to W ash in gton . 
In an 
interview he said th a t when he left Japun it 
w as currently reported in d ip lom atic circles 
there that a secret treaty had been concluded 
Viet ween R ussia and Jap an a g a in st England. 
The reason for this trea ty was th a t R ussia 
feared th a t in the event o f war with E ngland 
th e Jap an ese govern m en t would favor the 
la tter cou n try and th u s give the B ritish g o v ­ 
ernm ent a trem endous a d v a n ta g e in their 
op eration s in the Pacific ocean, apd perm it 
an easy descent upon Siberia. 
T o overcom e 
t his. R ussia tin* o f late been p avin g the w ay 
for an am icable und erstan d ing with the J a p ­ 
anese court a few m onth s a g o th e czar had 
conferred upon the em press of Jap an , the 
decoration o f the Order o f St. Catherine.

The New Sioux Bill. 


The house com m ittee on Iudian affairs ha vi 
agreed to report the Gifford bill for the open 
in g o f the S ioux reseri atinn , with a few 
am endm ents. 
The first change in the bill 
provid es th a t th e Indians shall h ave $1 25 
per acre for the land taken up th e fir st three 
years. 
T he Gifford bill provided th at the 
price per acre should be $1 for th e first tw o 
years. 
This is the on ly change in pri<-e. the 
rem aining lands to be sold for 75 cents per 
acre for the next tw o years, and all rem ain­ 
ing 
after 
th at 
are to 
lie ofien to the 
public 
at 5 0 ten ts per acre. 
At the end 
o f ten years th e governm ent shall 
have 
th e right to step in and take the rem aining 
lands 
nt 
5 0 
ten ts 
per 
acre. 
Another 
charge provides th a t one-third o f the 
sum 
realized from the sale of lands shall 
lie put 
aside to pay th e expenses o f ed u catin g the 
Indians, and the rem aining tw o-thirds shall 
Ire distributed pro rata u m on g th e Indians. 
This price per acre granted in the bill to be 
the Indians is a com plete concession to tneir 
dem ands in th is particular, but is again st 
th e advice o f the secretary of the interior, 
who believed th a t $1 per acre, coupled w-iht 
four years' residence dem and, 
w as 
atnpb 
sufficient to ask settlers. 
The hill offered by 
the house by Mr Reel by request will n ot be 
considered by th e com m ittee. 
^ 
Roes Excitement Shorten Life! 
W hoever has studied m an’s earth ­ 
ly tenure, and the causes which tend 
to lengthen or curtail it, will scarce­ 
ly have failed to notice how co n tra­ 
dictory is the evidence of those we 
naturally look to explain them, and 
th a t their evidence, even when they 
agree, does not alw ays accord with 
w hat would seem to be the facts as 
they apjiear around us. <)ne aut hor- 
ity says general physical develop- 
nient is necessary to prolong life, 
while another insists th a t this is not 
required if the day's employment 
does n o t call for physical exertion. 
Dr. I). B. Richardson, an eminent 
English au th o rity declares, am ong 
m any obvious though scarcely novel 
propositions, th a t everything th a t 
quickens the action of the heart, any 
kind of excitement, taxes and re­ 
duces the storage of life. 
If this were 
said of those naturally feeble or in­ 
heriting disease, or even of those 
leading sedentary lives and living 
from day to day without* the in­ 
vigorating benefits of fresh air and 
exercise, 
it would seem 
reasona­ 
ble for one does not have to lie 
a 
skillful 
physiologist 
to know 
th a t excitement affects the nerves as 
well as the heart. 
B ut is the sta te ­ 
m ent strictly true when referring, as 
here, to the entire hum an family? 
Surely soldiers engaged in actual 
warfare, and sailors in peace, as well 
as war, live am ong excitement; be­ 
sides being 'notoriously addicted to 
indulgences as to 
drinking 
and 
sm oking, jvet they are long lived. 
Statistics show it and observations 
corroborate them . The jiension list 
of the B ritish arm y, giving the ages 
of the beneficiaries, men who have 
served in all clim ates for from tw enty 
to forty years, and excluding those 
pensioned sooner, because o f’’wounds 
received while in the perform ance of 
a d u ty ,” shows th a t soldiers do n o t 
die as other men do; so it is with the 
naval pensioners of the Greenwich 
H ospital, now scattered over G reat 
B ritain because of its abolishm ent. 
In the m erchant service to-day. it is 
! no uncommon thing to find a man 
seventy years old in charge of a ves­ 
sel, a post requiring activity of body 
as well as of mind. 
From this it 
appears th a t a sound hum an body 
can w ithstand hunger,exposure, and 
even 
frequent excitement, if only 
there is plenty of fresh air and exer- 
eise of a vigorous kind throw n in.— 
Scientific American.

The sam e skill can adorn the base of 
the tree in landscape style, with tiny 
picket fenses, rustic bridges, and old 
mill, et<*., using moss for meadow, 
red sand for roadw ay, white or silver 
sand for paths, twigs of cedar for 
trees, a piece of looking glass fringed 
with moss for a lakelet, ete. Bunches 
of ivy lierries for a tree can be var­ 
iously colored by first dipping them 
into a hot but weak solution of 
starch, and then into blue, red yellow 
powder, or into powdered bronze. 
M ottoes for the tree around if can 
made of white cotton Wool. The 
letters are cut out of a card paper, to 
which the wool is glued. 
When dry, 
pull the wool, so jis to give it a puffy 
or snowy appearance. Trim the let­ 
ters carefully afterw ard and fasten 
them on a dark background. 
le tte rs 
decorated with ri*e have the effect of 
carved ivory. Cut out the letters on 
cartridge pafier, cover them with a 
thick coating of paste or glue, and j

Stanley had returned 
to Bonyala for the loads of stores in charge 
of his rear guard, and intended to leave ten 
days Inter to join Emin. 
He reported all the 
whites in the expedition a s lea l ti* J, and 
said the expedition wanted nothing. The 
West African Telegraph company ba* re­ 
ceived the 
following dispatch 
from St. 
Thomas, dated Friday. 2 p rn.: 
I have just received information that Hen­ 
ry M Stanley, with Emm Pasha, has arrived 
on the Auriwhimi. The news is reliable Fur­ 
ther details will t'ol’ow. 
P arson*. Agent. 
In the Stanley Falls ndvice* it is stated 
that Stanley wrote that Emin was in pos­ 
session of vast stores of ivory and many 
oxen. and that he hod an abundance of food 
Stanley intended to leave Bonyala at the 
end of August.

amid cheers, the telegram received by the 
West Telegraph company from St Thomas 
reporting the arrival ol Stanley and Emin on 
the Aruwhirai.

The New sioux Bill. 


The house committee on Indian affairs hnvi 
agreed to report the Gifford bill for the open 
ing of the Sioux reservation, with a 
few 
amendments. 
The first c h a n g e in til# bill 
provide* that the Indians shall have $1.25 
lier ucre for th* land taken up the first three 
years. 
The Gifford bill provided that the 
price per acre should be $1 for the first two 
years. 
This is the only change in juice, the 
remaining lands to be sold for 75 cents j**r 
acre for the next two years, and all remain­ 
ing 
after 
thut 
are to 
lie ojx-n to the 
public at 50 tents ja*r acre. At the end 
of ten years the government shall 
have 
the right to step in aud take the remaining 
lands 
at 
50 
tents per 
acre. 
Another 
charge provides that one-third of the nim 
realized from the sale of lauds shall 
be jmt 
aside to pay the ex cu se s of educating the 
Indians, and the remaining two-third* shall 
l*e distributed pro rata among the Indians. 
This price fier acre granted in the bill to be 
the Indians is a complete concession to tneii 
demands in this particular, but is against 
the advice of the secretary of the interior, 
who believed that $1 per acre, coupled wiht 
four years’ residem-e demand, 
was 
ample 
sufficient to ask settlers. 
The bill offered by 
the, house by Mr Peel by request will not be 
considered by the committee.

The Christmas Tree. 
No home, especially where there 
are children, is complete during the 
holidays without a Christmas tree. 
The latter are grand, elaborate and 
costly in the families of the rich; but 
even householders of circumscribed 
means can put up trees that will 
sparkle and please, for a very trifling 
outlay of money. Tinsel is cheap, 
but it glitters, and children rarely 
atop to estimate values. 
A pleasant effect is produced by 
brushing the prickly foliage of the 
tree here and there with mucilage 
and then sprinkling common salt up­ 
on it. Among the cheap, home made 
ornaments to hang upon the tree 
may be enumerated: Empty egg 
shells adorned with decalcomania 
pictures, Walnuts wrapped in tin foil 
or gold paper; pinecone varnished, 
then bronzed or sprinkled with salt; 
cranberries or pop corn strung on 
twine; gold paper chains, made by 
pasting one tiny ring within the oth­ 
er; colored tissue paper, etc. The 
tissue paper is cut into long strips 
about four inches wide, and closely 
cut across, but not entirely across. 
It is then slightly dampened and held 
over a hot stove, when it curls up 
and looks well when thrown here and 
there across Hie tree. 
It does not require much skill to 
fashion balloons,gondolas,birdcages, 
coaches, etc., out of stiff paper, and 
after covering it with gilt or silver 
papier. Figures cut from advertising 
chromos or colored fashion plates 
can l>e fastened to the balloons, gon­ 
dolas, etc., and really look very prety. 
The same skill can adorn the base of 
the tree iii landscape style, with tiny 
picket tenses, rustic bridges, and old 
mill, etc., using moss for meadow, 
red sand for roadway, tfhite or silver 
sand for {laths, twigs of cedar for 
trees, a piece of looking glass fringed 
with moss for a lakelet, etc. Bunches 
of ivy berries for a tree can lie var­ 
iously colored by first dipping them 
into a hot but weak solution of 
starch, and then into blue, red yellow 
powder, or into powdered bronze. 
Mottoes for th#* tree around it can 
Is* made of white cotton wool. The 
letters are cut out of a card paper, to 
which the wool is glued. When dry, 
{mil the wool, so {is to give it a puffy 
or snowy appearance. Trim the let­ 
ters carefully afterward and fasten 
them on a dark background. letters 
decorated with rice have the effect of 
carved ivory. C utout the letters on 
cartridge pajier, corer them with a 
thick coating of paste orgiue, and 
while yet warm drop the grains ol
